DIOCESE OF MISSOURI. 


Curist CHurcH, Sr. Louts, 
Tuesday, May 22d, 1888. 
In accordance with Article III of the Constitution of the Church 
in the Diocese of Missouri, a number of the clergy and laity assem- 


bled this day in Christ Church, St. Louis, the place selected by the 
last Convention. 


At 10 o’clock a.m. the clergy, preceded by the choir of Christ 
Church, entered the church, singing as a Processional the 232d 


hymn—‘‘ Onward, Christian Soldiers,’’ when the regular service was 
held. 


The opening sentences and service to the First Lesson, were read 
by the Rev. Jno. R. Harding, of St. James’ Church, Macon. 


The First Lesson was read by the Rev. J. L. Gay, of St. Mary’s 
Church, Fayette. 


The Second Lesson was read by the Rev. F. B. Scheetz, of Grace 
Church, Kirkwood. 


The Creed and Prayers were read by the Rey. Jno. B. Williams, 
of Calvary Church, Columbia. 


The Commandments were read by the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of the 
Diocese. 


The Epistle was read by the Rev. E. F. Berkley, D. D., of St. Louis. 


The Gospel was read by the Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., of Christ 
Church, St. Louis. 


The Rev. Geo. H. Sterling, Rector of Emmanuel Church, Old 
Orchard, St. Louis County, then preached the Convention Sermon, 
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Offertory Sentences were read and notices delivered by the Rev. 
Carroll M. Davis. Offertory being for Diocesan Missions. 


The Holy Communion was then celebrated by the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 


After the Benediction, the clergy and choir retired, singing as a 
Recessional, the 477th hymn. 


On re-assembling in the Chapel of Christ Church, the Rt. Rev. 
the Bishop of the Diocese called the Convention to order, and the 
Secretary of the last Convention proceeded, under direction of the 
Bishop, to call the roll of clergy canonically resident in the Diocese, 
and forty-six clergymen answered to their names. 


The Rt. Rev. President then appointed the Rev. Messrs. J. J. 
Wilkins, M. M. Moore, G. E. Gardner, Committee on Lay Creden- 
tials. 7 


The Rt. Rev. President announced that Mr. E. H. Lycett would 
represent Mr. Jos. Franklin, Treasurer of the Diocese, to receive and 
receipt for all moneys due and payable to the Treasurer. 


Convention took recess until 2:30 p. m. 


Convention re-assembled, after a recess, at 2:30 p. m. 


The Committee on Lay Credentials reported that credentials in 
regular form had been presented from thirty-three parishes, and 
upon calling the roll, delegates from twenty-three parishes answered 
to their names. 


The Rev. President then announced a quorum of both orders 
present and the Convention ready for business. 


On motion of the Rev. W. H. Osborne, Mr. Jno. R. Triplett was 
re-elected Secretary, with power to appoint his assistant. 


The Secretary appointed Mr. F. B. Trowbridge, of Christ Church, 
St. Louis, his assistant. 


On motion of Mr. C. S. Freeborn, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


Resolved, That visiting clergy and candidates for Holy Orders be 
invited to the sessions of this Convention, and be requested to hand 
their cards to the Secretary.

Rev. S. H. Green offered the following resolution : 


Resolved, That that portion of the Bishop’s address which indi- 
rectly refers to the change of the name of the Church be referred to 
a Special Committee, to be composed of three clergymen and three 
laymen. 


On a call for a division in the vote, the following was the result: 
Ayes, 39; nays, 44. 


The President declared the resolution lost. 
The Rev. R. A. Holland, D. D., then called for vote by Orders. 


The Chair declared same out of order, the Chair having already 
announced result of vote. 


The Rev. W. H. Assheton moved a re-consideration of the vote, 
he having voted on the prevailing side. 


Five members of the Convention having called for a vote by Orders, 
the Secretary called the roll with the following result: 


Clergy—ayes, 26; nays, 9. 
Laity—ayes, 24; nays, 19. 


The Rt. Rev. President declared the motion carried, and the origi- 
nal resolution before the house. 


The Rey. B. E. Reed moved to adjourn. 

Motion lost—ayes, 29; nays, 41. 

The call by five members for a vote by Orders on the original reso- 
lution, the Secretary called the roll, resulting as follows: 

Clergy—ayes, 19; nays, 14. 

Laity —ayes, 16; nays, 22. 


The Rt. Rev. President declared the resolution lost, by non-con- 
currence of Orders. 
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On motion of the Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 


Resolved, Whereas Christ Church, St. Louis, is about to change its 
Parish organization into another to be known as Christ Church Cathe- 
dral Corporation ; therefore, until the change shall be effected, and 
a canon framed to define the relations of the said association or cor- 
poration to the Diocese, be and it is hereby declared, that the said 
Christ Church Cathedral congregation, when formed, shall have the 
same rights and obligations touching voting, meeting assessments, 
and all other privileges and duties of whatever sort, as any Parish 
organization in union with the Convention. 


On motion of Rev. S. H. Green, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


Resolved, That the Convention meet each morning for Divine wor- 
ship at 9 o’clock, and for business from 10 to 12:30 p. m., when it 
will take a recess to 2 p. m., and continue until 5:30 p. m.

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SECOND DAY. 


Curist CuurcH, Str. Louis, 
Wednesday, May 28d, 1888. 


The Convention was opened with the usual religious services, after:

President appointed as such Committee Mr. Tom Miller, Jr., and 
Mr. 8S. H. Hewlett. 

Tellers entered and Secretary read report on second ballot for one 
additional clerical member on Missionary Board, resulting in no 
election. Rt. Rev. President ordered third pallots mane called 
the roll and tellers retired. 

Tellers entered and Secretary read their report: 

The Rt. Rev. President declared Rev. F. K. Brooke duly elected/a 
member of the Missionary Board. 

On motion of Rev. M. M. Moore, the Convention adjourned until 
9 o’clock Thursday morning, May 24, 1888. 
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THIRD DAY. 


CHRIst CHURCH, St. Lovis, 
Thursday, May 24th, 1888. 


The Convention was opened with the usual religious services, after 
which the Rt. Rev. President took the chair and called the meeting 
to order. 


After calling the roll, the second day’s proceedings were read, and 
on motion approved. 


The Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham, D. D., Chairman of Committee on 
Christian Education submitted and read their report. [See Appen- 
dix No. 14. ] 


The Rev. B. E. Reed, for the Standing Committee on Sunday 
Schools reported as follows: ‘‘The Committee appointed to report on 
Sunday Schools, respectfully submit that as there is already existing 
'a Committee on Sunday Schools continued from last Convention, 
they deem it unnecessary to make any further report and respectfully 
beg to be discharged.”’ 


The Rev. B. E. Reed, Chairman of the Special Committee appointed 
on that portion ofthe Bishop’s address referring to the Laity of the 
Church, presented and read their report embracing the following 
recommendations : 


1st. That. this Convention heartiy sympathize with the effort of en- 
listing Lay workers, granting them large freedom in a spirit of con- 
fidence. 

2d. That we suggest asfar as is advisable in the judgment of the 
Bishop, the appointment of Lay readers and Evangelists throughout 
the Diocese after the manner of the Church of England. 

3d. That we recommend to the thoughtful attention of the Clergy 
and Delegates and Church in Missouri, the order known as St. An- 
drew’s Brotherhood, believing that under proper restriction and with 
lawful liberty the Order will be helpful in every Parish. 

On motion of the Rev. R. A. Holland, D. D., the first recom- 
mendation was laid on the table. 
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By permission of the house, Mr. C.8. Freeborn, Chairman of Com- 
mittee on Finance submitted and read his report, same was on mo- 
tion referred to Committee on Assessments and the resolutions em- 
braced therein were adopted. [See Appendix No. 15. | 


The recommendation of Committee on Finance, that one half of 
the arrearages due from Plattsburg, say $20.80 and $50.00 from ar- 
rearages due from Warrensburg be remitted, was adopted. 


Rev. B. E. Reed requested permission to withdraw the whole report 
on the ‘‘Laity’’ from the house. 


The Rev. Timothy O’Connell moved that the report be re-commit- 
ted to the Committee. Same was adopted. 

By permission of the house, the name of Mr. O. A. Crandall was 
placed on the list of Committee on Assessments in place of Mr. A. P. 
Morey. 

Mr. Thos. Miller, Jr., Chairman of Committee on Railroad Commu- 
tation to Delegates submitted and read their report. [See Appendix 
No. 16. | 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Holland, the report of the Committee on 
Division of the Diocese was made order of the day immediately on 
reassembling after recess. 

The Rev. R. A. Holland, D. D., Chairman, presented and read the 
report of the Standing Committee on the State of the Church. [See 
Appendix No. 17.] 

Rev. F. B. Scheetz submitted and read report of Committee on 
Constitution and Canons, including report on resolutions referred to 
said Committee on second day as follows: 

Your Committee on Constitution and Canons would report the fol- 
lowing: 

1st. Resolved, That in Canon XII, section 2, the word “‘legal’’ be 
substituted for the word ‘‘full’’ in lines first and third. 

2d. This point is already determined by the above Canon XII, 
section 2, which says that all communicants shall be electors under 
certain conditions. 

3d. Resolved. That to Canon XX, section 2, be added the words 
‘But note that where services are held on less than two Sundays in 
each month one offering for Diocesan Missions shall suffice.”’ 

Ath. Deemed unadvisable under present circumstances. 
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5th. Resolved, That a special committee of three Clergymen and 
three Laymen be appointed to sit during the interim and report to 
the next Convention, whose duty it shall be to incorporate into the 
Constitution canons and forms as published in 1881, such changes 
as have been already made, together with such as may be ordered by 
this Convention, and also to propose such other changes and addi- 
tions as they shall deem advisable, and to prepare a new form of 
Parochial report in place of form now in use. 


Mr. B. G. Wilkerson moved as an amendment to first resolution, 
that in lieu of the word ‘‘legal’’ the words ‘‘not less than 18 years 
of’ be submitted. 


The Committee accepted same as report of Committee, making reso- 
lution read as follows: 


Resolved Amend section 2, Canon XII, by striking out the word 
‘full’? in first line of present Canon and substituting therefor the 
words ‘‘not less than 18 years of’’ and inserting the word ‘‘communi- 
cants’’ after the word ‘‘such’’ in second line; also strike out the word 
‘full’? in the third line and insert the word ‘‘like”’ in place of it. 


_ The hour of recess having arrived, Convention took a recess until 
Lapel 


Conyention re-assembled after recess at 2 P. M. 
The Rt. Rev. President called the Convention to order. 
The Rt. Rev. President presented the following:

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On motion of Rev. Dr. Holland, action of the house on the first 
resolution, making a change in section 2, Canon XII, was postponed 
until the order of the day has been disposed of. 


On motion, the second resolution was adopted. 


On motion the third resolution was adopted, and the Rt. Rev. 
President appointed as such committee, Rev. M. Schuyler, D. D., 
Rev. F. B. Scheetz, Rev. F. K. Brooke, Mr. Geo. D. Reynolds, Mr. 
Jno. R. Triplett and Mr. Charles Miller. 


Order of day being called, the Rev. G. H. Hunt, Chairman, pre- 
sented and read the report of the Special Committee on the Division 
of the Dioceses, as follows: 


The Committee to which was referred that part of the Bishop’s 
address which considers the question of the division of the Diocese, 
respectfully submits for the action of the Convention the following 
resolutions: 


Resolved, First, That the time has come to take steps for the di- 
vision of the present Diocese of Missouri into two Dioceses. 


Resolved, Second, The dividing line be one running along the 
eastern boundary of Putnam, Sullivan, Linn and Chariton counties, 
the northeast line of Howard county, the north and east lines of 
Boone county and the south line of the same, until it strikes Moni- 
teau county and the east lines of Moniteau, Morgan Camden, La- 
clede, Wright, Douglas and Ozark counties. . 


Resolved, Third, That all Diocesan funds such as the permanent 
fund for the support of the Episcopate, the Theological Education 
Fund, the aged and Infirm Clergy Fund, etc., shall be equally de- 
vided between the two Dioceses. - | 


Resolved, Fourth, That a Committee of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen with the Bishop as ex-officio Chairman of same be appointed 
to take such action during the ensuing year as may be necessary and 
desirable for carrying out the purposes ofthe preceding resolutions 
and report to the next Convention.

Rev. J. L. Gay offered as an amendment to second resolution, that 
the dividing line be the Missouri river as far as Arrow Rock, then by 
the southern lines of Saline, Lafayette and Jackson counties. Same 
was lost. | 


On motion of Rev. Cameron Mann the second resolution was 
adopted. 


Mr. B. G. Wilkerson moved to amend, by striking out the words 
‘held in common,”’ in third resolution, and Committee accepted the 
amendment, and on motion, as amended the third resolution was 
adopted. 


Rev. J. H. Waterman moved that the committee in the fourth 
resolution be made two Clergymen*and two Laymen, Committee 
accepted same and submitted the following as the wording of the 
fourth resolution : 


Resolved, That a committee of two Clergymen and two Laymen, 
one of each order to be taken from either side of the proposed divis- 
ion, with the Bishop as ex-officio Chairman of same, be appointed 
to take such action during the ensuing year as may be necessary and 
desirable for the carrying out the purposes of the previous resolu- 
tions. “The action of committee to be subject to the approval of the 
next Convention, and the committee to report their action to the Bishop 
at least one month before that Convention. 


Fourth resolution as thus amended was adopted. 


The Committee added the following as resolution fifth in their re- 
port which was adopted. 


Resolved, That the portion of the State west of the proposed divid- 
ing line shall be the New Diocese in the State of Missouri: 

The Rev. John Sword offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Division of the Diocese con- 
sider a scheme for maintaining a union in the nature of a province 
among the Dioceses hereafter to be created in the State of Missouri. 

Rev. Geo. H. Hunt offered the following as a substitute : 


Wuoerrmas, The Clergy and Laity of the Church in Missouri have 
been wont to meet annually in council for well nigh fifty years, and 
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during that time have lived and prospered under one code of Canons, 
have established certain general institutions and begun the forma- 
tion of sundry funds and endowments, and 


Wuerzas, The erection of new Dioceses within the bounds of Mis- 
souri does not demand nor necessarily require the severance of these 
old and established ties and the division of these funds, therefore 


Resolved, That in erecting additional Dioceses in Missouri, it is 
most expedient to avoid all needless separations and divisions, and 
we would if possible, or so long as possible, contrive to live under a 
single code of Canons and to hold our funds in common. 


Resolved, That a special committee be appointed to examine and 
report if any, and if so, what difficulties may hinder this and how 
may best be removed or obviated. 


Mr. B. G. Wilkerson raised the point of order, that the substitute 
was out of order, the funds of the Diocese having been by a previ- 
ous resolution disposed of. 


The Chair decided the point well taken, and the substitute was 
declared out of order. 


On motion the resolution of Rev. John Sword was adopted. 


Several members stating that the resolution was not understood, 
the Rev. John Sword having voted on the prevailing side, moved for 
a reconsideration. Same was adopted, Secretary then read the resolu- 
tion, and on motion same was adopted. 


The first resolution in the report of Committee on Constitution and 
Canons was then taken up. 


On motion of Rev. P. G. Robert, the amendments and resolution its- 
self were laid on the table, and at the request of the Rt. Rev. Presi- 
dent, the Chancellor of the Diocese gave as his interpretation of the 
words ‘‘full age’? in present Canon to mean that the male communi- 
cant must be not less than twenty-one years of age, and the female 
communicant not less than eighteen years of age. 


The Bishop declared such to be the interpretation in this Diocese. 
Mr. W. Bascome, from Committee on Assessments presented and 
read their report. [See Appendix No. 18. ] 


On motion of Rev. J. H. Waterman the name of St. Matthias, St. 
Joseph, was dropped from the list of Missions. 
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On motion of Mr. J. F. Llewellyn the assessment of Montgomery 
City was made $5.00 instead of $10.00. 


Rev. J. P. T. Ingraham, D. D., presented and read report of Com- 
mittee on Sunday Schools continued from last Convention. [See 
Appendix No. 19.] 


On motion of Rev. F. B. Scheetz, the following resolution was 
adopted : 


Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be tendered to the 
Rev. G. H. Sterling, for his able, thoughtful and churchly sermon 
preached at the opening of this Convention. 


On motion of Prof. M. 8. Snow, the rules of order were suspended, 
and the Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of this Convention 
for Mr. Joseph Franklin for Treasurer of the Diocese, Secretary so 
cast the vote. 


On motion, the rules of order were suspended and the Secretary in- 
structed to cast the ballot of the Convention for the Trustees of the 
several Trust Funds in the following order and for the following per- 
sons:

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DEAR BRETHREN OF THE CLERGY AND LAITY: 


The spent year calls us together again. We are set to make note and 
take charge of what the Church has done, is doing, and ought to do, in Mis- 
souri. Such charge may give us quite enough for thought. 

Yet I ask that we may look beyond our own borders first. 

The personnel of the House of Bishops is constantly changing. To us, 
the members. the fact is fraught with solemn warning. When the House 
gathers, the names of those who have died since the last meeting are read, 
and then the Collect for All Saints Day is said. Not a word of comment or 
eulogy is uttered. The reverent simplicity and silence touch the heart of 
every listener. Each one thinks—‘:There’s another call to me to duty, and 
there’s a whispering to me of rest.” 

Four Bishops have departed since last we met. 

Bishop Stevens, of Pennsylvania, served his Diocese for a few months 
more than twenty-five years. The years of service were those of a high 
minded gentleman, a cultivated scholar, an unsparing worker, and an earnest 
and godly chief pastor. 

Bishop Elliott, of Western Texas, I knew well. We were thrown together 
for twelve years as Missionary Bishops, and I learned to love him as a 
brother. True as steel, chivalrous, genial, devoted, unselfishly laborious, it 
was deep sadness to us, and great loss to the Church, that he must go down 
to the grave at the early age of 47. 

Bishop Dunlop’s death recalls to us of this Diocese, grateful memories of 
what a power for good he once was here. While the Rector, of many year’s 
standing, of our good, strong Parish at Kirkwood, he did not decline the be- 
setting discouragements and wearing toils and multiplied wearinesses of a 
large Missionary District when the care of.it was laid upon him; and in it he 
met his duty bravely, dying on the field. 
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And, just sitting down to write this address, the news of Bishop Brown’s 
death is brought to me. A faithful man, a clear headed man, a hard working 
man, an earnest-hearted, uncomplaining, godly man was he. The Diocese of 
Fond du Lae is largely Missionary ground. Alas, to human eyes and out- 
look, alas, that it should now lose so wise and industrious and self-denying a 
chief laborer from its head. 

Our Diocese of Missouri is honored in having two natives of its soil in 
the present House of Bishops. I think Bishops Talbot and Leonard are the 
tirst American Bishops born west of the Mississippi. All the other 143, except 
Bishop Gallagher, whose native State is Kentucky, were born on the Atlantic 
Coast or abroad. May we not be glad and grateful that Church nurture and 
training are outworking best results in the West as well as the East and 
South? 

Two of our Clergy have died. Rey. Charles E. Cummings. Minister of 
St. Augustine’s, Kansas City, I esteemed to be an energetic and efficient 
pastor. He succeeded in building a pretty and well appointed Church, and 
in gathering into it a good congregation of those of his own race. He left a 
wife and children. How longingly I wish that our Aged and Infirm Clergy 
Fund might increase and grow strong, that these and such like, bereft of 
their supporter, might be helped. 

Rev. T. W. Mitchell, who died in Evansville, Indiana, in March, I did 
not know. But I have heard of useful and most self-denying work for the 
Church, that in former years he did in the South of the Diocese. 

In the death of Capt. Silas Bent, we have sustained a most severe loss. 
Earnest, resolute, experienced in business affairs, alive to the interests of the 
Church, scrupulously faithful to his trusts, he was wise to plan and strong to 
help in the duties that press upon the members of the Standing Committee, 
and of the Parochial Trust Fund. 

You kindly called a Missionary Bishop to be your Diocesan, and there- 
fore you will not think it out of place for him to put Missionary affairs in the 
forefront of his address. 

I do not think we are earnest and faithful Christians if we are not en- 
gaged in thought and prayer and gifts in the important work of helping to 
extend the knowledge and love of the Saviour into the waste places of the 
earth, and into the dark and ignorant homes and hearts of our fellow men. 
And I do not think we are wide awake and loyal Churchmen if we are con- 
tent to be satisfied with our home culture and our own Parish work and 
comforting, and are not watching out and praying and working and giving 
for the extension of the Church wherever God points us to a pressing need or 
a promising opening. I trust you all agree with me that, if we allow our- 
selves merely to look to the keeping of our own Parish and pews and congre- 
gation and minister in good heart and condition, we are not filling the meas- 
ure of a dutiful and faithful service to the Master. 

Then it is Missionary air we must breathe if we are to have wholesome, 
spiritual life. It is unselfish Missionary giving we are to practice if we would 
be dutiful, and if we would effectively help His Kingdom to grow, and would 
invite God’s blessing on our own homes and heads. As an old Missionary 
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Bishop, it touches my heart with glad gratefulness when Parishes and indi- 
viduals thoughtfully and generously take pains to sustain Missions. As 
Bishop of Missouri, it touches my pride with keen shame if I find Parishes 
and individuals of Missouri failing in this. 

I look through the last twelve numbers of the ‘Spirit of Missions,’’ end- 
ing with the May copy, and their acknowledgments. 

Out of ninety Parishes and Mission Stations in Missouri, [find only forty- 
three recorded as contributing to Domestic and Foreign Missions. -The 
Sunday Schools throughout Lent from nine more places were contributors. 
But this makes only fifty-two out of the ninety. And among the thirty-eight 
non-contributing are such goodly Parishes and sturdy towns as these: 
Trinity, St. Louis; St. Paul’s, South St. Louis; Advent, St. Louis; St. James, 
St. Louis; Trinity, Kansas City; Holy Trinity, St. Joseph; Carrollton, Colum- 
bia, Louisiana, Maryville, Mexico, Moberly, Warrensburg, Crystal City, 
Harrisonville, Kirksville and Savannah. 

Earnestly I hope, pleadingly I ask, that this state of things may be im- 
proved. Do me not the wrong, clergymen and people, of letting me be the 
Head of a Diocese, where the Parishes and Mission Stations are not willing 
and glad to wheel into the line of duty and privilege in giving every year to 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary work of the Church. I have it much 
at heart that there shall not be lack or slip in this matter. [I beg you to stand 
by me and help. In plain frankness I request that not one Parish or Mission 
Station will allow a year to go by without giving to Domestic and Foreign 
Missions. 

Mission work of all kinds would get its best practical help, if organized 
giving such as the Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society of Kirkwood 
does, or systematic giving as Columbia does, might be taken in hand and 
carried out all over the Diocese. The general adoption of the business-like» 
dutiful, intelligent, interested way of looking after and standing by Missions, 
that Kirkwood and Columbia have, would, under God’s blessing, I feel con- 
vinced, introduce wonderful activity and triumphant success into this most 
important part of Church work. 

In promoting such intelligent interest and steady helpfulness, the Women’s 
Auxiliary is an admirable coadjutor. Iam warmly thankful to the branch of 
it in this Diocese for what it has done, and is doing. For the scholarships it 
sustains, in our St. Louis school, and in Utah. For the $420 it gave for the 
excellent ‘‘ Bishop Elliott Fund.’’ For the helpful supplies of garments it 
has made and generously distributed. Let not these last be despised or 
laughed at. They often make, to the Bishop, the difference between his keep- 
ing a pastor enheartened at his work, and his losing him altogether. And 
womanly delicacy prompting, directing and discriminating in the gifts, the 
boxes are happy shuttles weaving stout warp and woof of loving Christian 
sympathy between givers and receivers. 

But our Woman’s Auxiliary need not limit itself to these things. Let it 
consider its name. It is an auxiliary, or helper, to Missions. It began as an 
Auxiliary to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society. But it may bea 
helper to missions all around, where there is need. No one will say it nay to 
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that, and might it not, I ask its members, as they are now multiplying and 
getting more earnest in the Diocese, might it not specially help in that best 
way of pledging and giving for Missions that I have spoken of. 

Brethren of the clergy, may I earnestly ask you to look into the aim and 
work of the Woman’s Auxiliary? Do you know that last year, throughout 
the country it gave $97,340.35 in money, and in other gifts, $154,362.35, mak- 
ing in all for Missions, $251,702.70? 

If you like it and approve it, cheerfully help it on by counsel and encour- 
agement. If you do not approve, give us your criticisms that we may sug- 
gest wholesome betterments in its working. 

Diocesan Missions, in the large, mean the effort to build up and extend the 
Church in the whole Diocese. And such lar ge outlook is full of cheer. 
Three churches in Kansas City are building substantial and beautiful struc- 
tures. St. George’s, St. Louis, has made a handsome addition to its Sunday 
School rooms and in such a way as to add greatly to the fine appearance of 
its church. St. Mark’s, St. Louis, has built a church, and most successfully. 
So, also has St. James’, St. Louis. Hannibal has tastefully improved its 
Church. Cape Girardeau has done the same. Old Orchard is moving that 
way. St. John’s, Springfield, is busy with the walls of a new sanctuary. 
And Christ, Springfield, has built a large and comfortable rectory. If you 
could go and visit it, you would be astonished at the substantial stone church 
that the Mission at Amazonia, under its devoted pastor, has put up and paid 
for. The people of Lebanon have freed their church from debt, and it has 
been consecrated. ‘lo my great gratification the rector of Mt. Calvary, St. 
Louis, and his people have refitted their old church on Grand Avenue, and. 
have opened it to be a chapel for that interesting neighborhood. ‘The Church 
of the Holy Communion, St. Louis, bas started a vigorous ‘‘St. Andrew’s 
Mission ’’ northwest of itself. St. Augustine’s, Benton Station, is a new cen- 
tre of thriving work in the South-West of the City. The people of Cabanne 
Place are moving for a parish and a church. St. Paul’s, Carondelet, is devel- 
oping a large Sunday School and warm interest at a point quite distant from 
its church. In the city, St. Stephens goes steadily on in its most useful work. 
among the waifs and the strays, the ignorant and the vicious, living near the 
wharf. My heart is rejoiced for this St. Stephen’s Mission, carried on as it 
is by the free will support of St Louis people, and without thought that 
it is to become a Parish and self-sustaining. No, we are always to stand by 
it because the poor and the wretched and the sinning are the little ones Christ 
giveth us to look after and be responsible for. Sad would be my heart for St. 
Louis, and sunk down in the depths my spirit if there were any thought that 
the City Missions and St. Stephens, would not be sustained. Out of the city 
there is a revived mission at Breckenridge, and new ones at Bevier, Holden, 
Marshfield and Versailles. Chillicothe and Brookfield, heretofore under one 
pastor, have now each their own. And Nevada and Butler, heretofore 
together, are looking for two pastors now. Brookfield has changed from a 
Mission tu a Parish. Holy Trinity, St. Joseph, has done the same, and, under 
its energetic Rector, is most sturdily self-helpful and thriving. 

Can we call all this other than a goodly story? 
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And there are other things yet to be added. 

St. John’s, St. Louis, has arectory, purchased for $7.000, the gift of a gen- 
erous Parishioner. The Sisters of the Good Shepherd have a home of their 
own in the Eads mansion, made over to them by the munificent unselfishness 
of a Kansas City giver, who provided the $47,500 necessary. A Missouri giver 
has placed in the hands of the Bishop $25,000, for the purpose of making 
Christ Church, St. Louis, a Cathedral, and has promised $12,500 more by 
October Ist. And the Rector and Vestry of Christ Church have agreed to the 
change, and themselves promise $12,500; so that $50,000 are already secured 
for the endowment of said: Cathedral. Time is needed for working out the 
details of the change. But when these are attended to, and the transfer is 
made, and the Cathedral is launched, I indulge the hope that the endowment 
will swell to at least $100,000. 

Is not the goodly story, goodlier? 

’ And, further, this Convention last year, with a promptness and good will 
that went straight to my gratefully surprised heart, voted me an assistant to 
help in the Missionary care of the Diocese, and pledged the money needed for 
his support. The Rey. C. M. Davis, of California, was called and came. I 
plainly say he has been a most useful helper. In my records and correspond- 
ence, and in going often to places needing attention. when I could not go, he 
has saved me much time and untold anxiety. He has wisely .and kindly 
ministered exactly the help you had in mind. when you generously voted last 
year. To you and to him from the heart I return warm thanks. 

He and I decided that our first work had best be to get all the old places 
fitted and filled with pastoral care. Afterwards we could be free to make in- 
cursions into new towns. Following our aim, of the twenty places reported 
vacant last year, we have filled fifteen. And nineteen new clergymen have 
come into the Diocese. 

The children of the Diocese have done nobly. Ithank their faithful and 
generous hearts. God bless them all! In the Missionary Host they steadily 
provide me with a fund wherewith I can help on the excellent work of City 
Missions in St. Louis. And twenty-nine Sunday Schools gave their Lenten 
offerings this year to general Missions, the amount being $571.76. 

Is not the story goodly, goodlier, goodliest? Ithink so. 

Yet, tho’ my heart is overflowing with thankfulness, I am constrained by 
a sense of duty to put on record again my conviction that only by a division 
of this great Diocese can the best work for the Church be most promptly and 
wisely and efficiently done; and nothing but the gravest reasons should keep 
our hearts and hands and purses from aiming to accomplish such division as 
soon as practicable. . 

The number confirmed this conventional year, from May Ist to May Ist, is 
886; by me, 877; by Bishop Talbot, 4; by Bishop Leonard, 5. We may rightly 
judge that the filling of the vacant pastorships has had its immediate good 
effect in this large list of confirmations. 

The Advent Mission brought to us in St. Louis earnest and generous 
brethren from the East to help us in prayers and preaching and Holy Sacra- 
ments. Just before the Mission, in many parts of the Diocese, I am glad to 
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know that prayer for its usefulmess and success were made. With me the 
opinion is quite a conviction that much real good in deepening spiritual life 
and widening loving interest was secured by the Mission. 

Gifts and offerings for the ‘‘Bishop’s Purse” have been $3,966.94. They 
have all been used, and the purse is a little overdrawn. If I might give de- 
tails of the using, your hearts would be gladdened by knowledge of the 
prompt relief to sad anxieties and the efficient help in trying emergencies 
ministered by that purse. I am most grateful to all for the generous supplies 
given to it; and with amore firm conviction than ever of its usefulness, I 
pray you, congregations and individuals, to go on filling the purse, while I, 
by your kind permission and confidence, am busy emptying it. 

From the Receiver of the Provident Savings Bank the sum of $24.67 has 
come into my hands for St. Paul’s College, Palmyra. I await the instruction 
of the Convention touching its disposal. 

The amount of the ‘‘Bishop Robertson Monument Fund,”’ $1,074.25, re- 
ported in my hands last year, has been paid over to the Rev. S. H. Green, of 
the committee having that matter in charge. 

The report of other Trust Funds held by me, will appear in the journal. 

Of the $8,620 subscribed for St. James’ School, Macon, last year, $5,600 
were not paid in at the time of the Convention. This entire amount has since 
been paid and besides, there have been added gifts for this purpose from St. 
Louis, of $825. : 

I am glad to give a good account of the ‘Church News.’ I beg to return 
my warm thanks to the brother who has kindly and ably edited it for me, 
and to the rectors and friends who have bestirred themselves to enlarge its in- 
fluence and extend its circulation. Church papers are great promoters of in- 
telligent interest. I heartily wish that no church family would allow itself to 
be without one. [f you will take the “* Church News,” you will learn and know 
how the Church in this Diocese lives and breathes, and what it does. The 
management of the ‘‘ Church News,” this last year had a surplus of income 
over expenses, of $171.70. The half of this has been put into the Treasury of 
Diocesan Missions. . 

The outlook into the future suggests some practical things. 

Trinity, St. Louis; Advent, St. Louis; Holy Innocents, St. Louis; Lexing- 
ton; Affton, Nevada; Butler; Breckenridge; Clinton; Glenwood; Joplin; 
Lamar; Miami; Odessa; and Rich Hill, need pastors. 

Holy Innocents needs, and is now appealing for $1500, wherewith to buy 
its church, an excellent piece of ground that it has never yet owned. 

Yet, concerning these vacant places, I am happy to say that, in one 
Parish is a temporary ministerial supply; in three others is lay reading; and 
in nine of them Sunday Schools are steadily kept up. 

After these shall have been supplied, then there come before us the sixty- 
one unoccupied counties of the State to look to. These we can only attack, 
one by one. And, please God, we will attack them bye and bye, resolutely and 
hopefully, though not neglecting prudently to count what is our ammunition, 
and what our fighting forces. 
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Only in fifty-three counties out of one-hundred and fourteen is the Church 
found working. That statement ought to rouse our blood to fight. Why 
could not’ a system of convocations help us in making ready the attack. I 
submit to you if it may not be wise and well to revive and set to active work 
our convocations. 

Church Schools are important helps to the best life of the Diocese. With 
the multiplied competitions besetting, it is not easy for them to pay their 
way and do their good. But it is refreshing to see how vigorously the Sis- 
ters School of the Good Shepherd is pushing on. St. Agnes Hall, Macon, 
keeps up hope, but is not exempt from the struggles that are in the path of 
all beginners. The reviving of St. Paul’s, Palmyra, is not an easy work. Yet 
Dr. Wainwright is steadily and sturdily undertaking it. He is aiming, wisely, 
T think, to make it a school for girls. 

The experiences of St. James’ School, Macon, this year, have been ex- 
ceedingly trying ones. Yet, since the Rev. Mr. Piper went away, Mr. 
Moulton and the other teachers have carried the school on, and successfully. 
Now, the Rev. John R. Harding takes the headship of the school, and, I be- 
lieve, under God’s guidance and blessing, he will bring it out of the slough 
of despond and set it upon the high land of established usefulness which it 
deserves. 

A debt of $15,000 yet hangs over St. Luke’s Hospital. Knowing the good 
it does, and knowing how distressingly funded debts handicaps a benevolent 
institution, I earnestly wish this obligation could be met and removed. 

The Orphan’s Home pursues the even tenor of its useful way under the 
excellent management of the ladies. Their last report was a very satisfactory 
and hopeful one. 

Dear brethren all, do we appreciate what place we are called to fill and 
what work to do. set as we are among the two and a half millions of this 
great State of Missouri? God has blessed our State with abounding resources. 
If He spares the world a large population is sure to grow and live here. We 
of the historic Church in the midst of this population, are holding for it 
valuable trusts of ministerial ambassadorship and valid Sacraments. And 
here, jostled and pushed by the unbending adherents of the Roman obedience, 
we must stand for the American autonomy and the diocesan independence 
and the Christian liberty wherewith Christ’s Holy Word and the Nicene 
Statutes have made us free. 

Let us speak the truth in love. In love, always. Fling no hard words. 
Launch no anathemas. Have done with sneers. Utternot bitter and biting 
speech. Even the honest words, ‘“‘sects,’’ ‘‘schism,’’ -‘heresy,’’ *tuncove- 
nanted mercies,’’—bandy not about. 

These are your American brethren. You are.—whether the name ever 
- comes, or if the name never come,—you are the American Church. Be 
thankful you are. But be humble in your thankfulness. Noblesse oblige. 
The good things given to you are in trust. They are not things for you to 
seize in a narrow spirit of ‘‘Episcopalianism,”’ and get away by yourselves in 
a corner to enjoy. No; they are priceless blessings that you inherit, about 
which you must speak the truth, and fast hold on which you are loyally to 
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keep. But the holding fast must be, ifwe would be true disciples of the 
dear Master, in love. Let that love manifest itself in our hearts and our 
hands, our eyes and our lives, in the gentle courtesy and good will with which 
we look upon our neighbors of all kinds and names, and the affectionate 
readiness with which we offer to them all the precious things we have, when- 
ever they wish for them. So shall our hearts and longings get safe and far 
over into thesweet fields of Christian unity, before our minds and statutes can 
manage to see the way. 

Meanwhile, stand we steady to the Church, her laws and rules, her ways 
and wishes. So in the longrun be sure we will do best good for the truth and 
to our friends and brethren round about. 

And let us work the Church. Muscles unworked shrink wofully from 
atrophy. f 

The Church year. There’s a world of instruction of the wisest sort in it. 
Does every clergyman take pains each Sunday to do as the Rubric enjoins, 
declaring ‘‘unto the people what Holy Days or Fasting Days are in the week 
following to be observed?” And, if he reasonably can, does he observe the 
days of the Church year with a fitservice? And does he eall the children’s 
attention to them in the Sunday School, and wake their interest? If he does 
all this, he saves himself and his people from over-production of wearying 
exhortations of one cut and pattern, and weaves at the trutsy distaff of the 
Mother, the Church, a well-threaded, fitly adjusted, wholesome woot of 
rightly divided Christian truth. 

Church Growth. Are we awake to that? In cities, to see that a reason- 
able number of new Parishes be started and worked to keep pace with new 
populations, and yet at the same time to use all wise care that the old shall 
not be abandoned nor weakened? In the State, to push in where openings 
offer? In our cures, brethren of the clergy, to remember that we are set to be 
ambassadors for Christ; to call men to Him; to win them to His allegiance; 
to turn them from self and sense and gain, when these grow ruinously absorb- 
ing? And that we are sent, not to be ‘‘Rectors”’ of ‘‘Episcopalians”’ merely, 
but to be the authoratively commissioned pastors for Him to all people, sinners 
especially? The unshepherded are ours. The unclassified are ours. We must 
not think we are responsible for our pew holders only; or our little coterie of 
‘‘Episcopalians.’’ Pastors for all we are appointed to be. Loving pastors of 
allwe ought to be ashamed not to be, and let nothing but the gentlemanliness 
which forbids intrusion into the fixed home flock of a Christian brother of 
another name, limit and restrain you from trying to extend loving pastoral 
care to all and every one. It is your duty as Christ’s appointed ambassadors. 
And no less your duty under the ancient Nicene polity which affixed responsi- 
bility of cure to territorial area. Where there is growth, thank God for it. 
And record it. And tell us of it. Keep your Parish Registers in accurate 
shape. I grieve to know that some Parishes do not have a Parish Register. 
I grieve more to know that some clergymen do not seem to care whether they 
have them or not; and are unprompt and neglectful in using them when had. 
The A, B, C, of a business man’s training is to enter on his record book the 
one transaction before he ventures to go on to deal with the next. Every 
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clergyman should take pains to enter on his Parish Register each ministerial 
transaction at once and in its accurate details. This, not to swell pride, nor 
merely to have joy in the count of heaped statistics, but because these are 
days when accurate and intelligent information is constantly asked for, and 
is a useful factor in promoting church growth. And because the chartered 
trust under which we act should make us clergymen seek to be truthful and 
painstaking officers of record and return, as well as faithful doers of pas- 
toral duty. 

Church worship. There are sometimes extremes in it that I, with my 
American bent, cannot heartily go with. There are some excesses that I 
much deplore. But there are in all Parishes latent powers that a reverent 
and earnest way of worship will call out, and that may contribute no little of 
sweetness and strength in waking the Church. 

I know of no one way in which such contribution can better be gotten than 
by hearty responses in reading the Prayer Book. If only our people would 
speak out loud in responding, and the firm swell of many concurring voices 
could count in the rhythmie flow of Psalter and Canticle and the final Amens 
of the Prayers, our public worship would he happily transformed from the 
. cold thing that some people now eall it, into a devout and earnest service 
more acceptable, I cannot but think, to God, and more helpful, I am quite 
sure, to the people. ; 

I knew a clergyman in a country Parish near my New York home who, 
after service on Friday evenings, was accustomed to have his congregation 
stay and practice responsive reading. He called their attention to the rhythmic 
swing in the Psalter verses, and to the Hebrew pause, the Athnach, in each 
verse. By minding this Athnach about the middle of every verse, and slightly 
the other pauses indicated in the print, and falling in with the musical rhythm 
that pervades the Prayer Book Psalter, and accustoming themselves to the 
loud use of their voices in reading together, that congregation made the wor- 
ship in their little church one of the most at ractive and edifying and helpful 
that I have ever participated in. 

Is it impracticable for our clergymen and congregations to learn and use 
some such better way? The pauses minded; the voices earnest; the musical 
cadences brought out; the unity and harmony of worship deepened and 
strengthened; what gains all these would be! St. Jerome has put on record 
how the Amens in the public assembly of the Church of the 4th century, loud, 
earnest, united, lifted the soul as by strong force heavenward. | 

The Church Laity. They will help to work the Church. They are help- 
ing now. They will help more. Let us call themin. Let us show them 
how. #irst, by seeing to it that the amount of salary promised to their cler- 
gyman be fully met and promptly paid. Honor, gratitude, duty, demand that 
at your hands, brethren of the laity.. Do not let the proverb that ‘what is 
everybody’s business is nobody’s business’’ have sway in your Parish. Make 
it your aim to see that Church business and the minister’s salary be just as 
accurately and promptly cared for as mercantile business and a bookkeeper’s 
salary. Perhaps, if you deal with your clergyman in a straight business way. 
so paying him, and so treating him, he will surprise you by showing himself - 
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4 much better business man than you thought he could be. Then, in vestry 
duties, in Sunday Schools, in Parish Guilds, innew startings of Missionary work, 
and in other fit ways, the laity will help, [ feel sure, in pushing church work. 
Only, brethren of the clergy, may I speak out a hint to myself and to you 
in our dealings with the laity. It isa hint notnew. Jethro, Moses’ father- 
in-law, uttered it to his Son-in-law when devoted ardor was impelling the lat- 
ter to enthusiastic work. The wise old man said, ‘-Don’t insist on knowing 
everything and doing everything yourself. Thou wilt wear out and the peo- 
ple that is with thee.” He might have explained: You will wear out with 
work; the people will wear out with rust. The world finds wisdom in Jethro’s 
hint. Why should not the Church, too? A corner-stone of civilization is 
division and distribution of duty. Then let us lay some duties, more than we 
do, on the laity. To a reasonable degree, believe me, they will accept them, 
and try to discharge them. But when we impose those duties, we must 
afterward keep our hands off. They must have the responsibility of doing, 
or not doing them. It will do us good to be free from those duties, so that 
we may give time to others, and yet keep our health and strength. And the 
duties will do them good in steadying, interesting and upraising their aims 
and lives. 

I find some clergymen almost never calling their Vestry or Committee 
together for counsel and help. And almost never deputing anything to a lay- 
man to care for and do, or, if deputing, interfering with the work soon after, 
to the utter destruction of sense of interest and dignity in the deputy. I do- 
not think such clergymen wise. I do not think that Jethro would have 
thought them wise. It is from kind-heartedness. often, that they do so. 
They do not wish to trouble, or to be hard upon their laymen. But, depend 
upon it, if they would make a layman here and there, and many a one as the 
need arose, a captain of tens, and a captain of fifties, and a captain of hun- 
dreds, church work would be done with a will, and would take on a growth 
that would astonish us, and the best sort of a fight could be made for the 
Master in that battle for His cause that we all want to be manfully waging 
till His own summons is heard: Come away to rest. 

Friends, in the kindest and most generous way, have bidden me and 
mine to go to England to attend the Lambeth Conference. I am lovingly 
grateful for the friendly command. I shall go, please God. Iam glad to go. 
The going will be to me, not only great pleasure but sound education. In the 
going shall be sweet, grateful thoughts of you. The coming back shall, 
please God, bring added powers of usefulness to the Diocese and to you. 

Our next Convention will be the 50th. The Jubilee of the Diocese. Let 
us meet it with gratitude and greet it with appreciation. I trust a committee 
will be now appointed to have in charge preparations for the appropriate ob- 
servance of our Jubilee year. . 

Fifty years nearly gone! There is much undone. And a vast country 
yet unpossessed. Help us, dear Lord and Master, to stand in our lot steadfast, 
and to do more, and to go forward more and more in possession for Thee and 
Thy kingdom and Thy glory, in the coming years. Amen.

April 13, 188S8S—Recommended Mr. Edward Appleton Morse, as a Candidate for 
Holy Orders. 

November 22, 1887—Acted as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. 

May 21, 1888—Read and approved the Secretary’s report of the Official Acts of 
the Committee for the Forty-Eighth Conventional Year, to be submitted to the Dio- 
cesan Convention.

Report of the Registrar. 


As Registrar, your officer would respectfully report that journals for 1887 have 
been received from nearly every Diocese. A few of our own journals have by request 
been sent to other Dioceses for the completion of sets. The Registrar finds but very 
few, and those chiefly loose with notes of Parish history. It is important that the 
Registrar should have from the Rector, Missionary, or Warden of every Parish a 
brief and authentic history of its organization, especially as to its legality, and any 
other matter of value in its history. The Registrar, having no books of record, as to 
_previous Episcopal Acts and transactions of the Standing Committee, has been com- 
pelled to rely upon the filed copies of the Church News for such records. But it 
would be of value, if the Church News could annually publish a table of contents, 
that all Episcopal and Standing Committee transactions’ might be conveniently re- 
ferred to. 

Your present Registrar and his Assistant, with the great and extending 
Parish work upon their hands find it impossible to give these offices such attention as 
they need. It is earnestly hoped that the Cathedral staff of Christ Church may soon 
be so established, that the important work pertaining tv the office of Librarian and 
Registrar may be more perfectly accomplished.

Report of the Ribrarian. 


The Librarian of the Diocese would respectfully report, that during the past year 
the Diocesan Library room, in Christ Church, has been refitted with suitable shelves. 
The books, journals, pamphlets, etc., cleansed from smoke and dust, re-shelved and 
arranged in order of subjects. <A list has been made of the theological works, and 
published inlate numbers of the Church News, preparations are now being made for 
their re-publication in that paper under appropriate heads as to subjects, with the 
titles, authors, and donors. Books are now ready to be loaned, under the following 
rules which are approved by the Bishop. Books, excepting a few of the very old 
and rare, may be borrowed by the city Clergy, by any candidate for Holy Orders 
who presents the Bishop’s written order, or by any responsible Layman, one volume 
at a time for three weeks, or by any of these classes of persons in the interior for six 
weeks. Butno book can be loaned out of the city unless prepostage or express 
charges are provided, for sending and returning, one cent for each two ounces when 
posted. It is earnestly hoped that this Library will be of great service in the Diocese, 
and that it will be constantly enlarged by gifts of Theological books from their authors, 
from the Clergy generally, and by legacy. Full credit will be given"’to every donor 
in the Catalogue published.

PRESENTED, MAy 28, 1888. 


The Diocesan Missionary Board respectfully reports, that on June 4th, 1887, itheld 
its first meeting after the Convention and organized by electing Ds ¥. Leavitt, Treas- 
urer and F. J. McMaster, Secretary for the ensuing year. 

That on September 1st, 1887, the Domestic Board granted an appropriation to this 
Diocese of $1,000.00 for general mibsion work, and $800.00 for colored work, for one 
year The Board, however, was not notified of the appropriation for colored work 
until some time in December, and was compelled to advance the stipends for that. 
work for the first quarter, which was subsequently returned. 

At its meeting on September 2d, 1887, the Bishop notified the Board of the ap- 
pointment of Rev. Carroll M. Davis as Diocesan Missionary, and a resolution was 
adopted inviting him to attend the meetings of the Board at any and all times.

The total number reported last year was only 20 while now the field is be- 
ing worked by 29 devoted and self-sacrificing Missionaries laboring earnestly and faith- 
fully in the service of the Master. 

It was the generous offerings of the Diocese for this work that has enabled the 
Board to support the Bishop in calling into the Diocese so many new and active Mis- 
sionaries. They are here, and still more are needed, and the Board desires to remind 
the Convention that in order to keep them here the same liberal offering must be con- 
tinued, and if new ones are to be had, the offerings must be increased. 

In this connection the Board desires to call the attention of the Convention to 
Section 6, Canon IX, wherein the Convention recognizes the Laymen’s Co-operating 
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Missionary Society as its agent in collecting the Missionary alms of the church for use 
in the Diocese, and to heartily recommend that this society be organized in every 
Parish, in accordance with its Constitution, a copy which isherewith presented. Its 
object as therein stated, ‘‘is to devise ways and means for the collection of funds on a 
systematic plan for support of Missions in the Diocese.”’ It is not intended by this to 
do away with the pledges, which have brought us such abundant fruit during the 
past year, but to recommend it as the best means of collecting funds to redeem those 
pledges, and to create funds where there are no pledges. The Board honestly be- 


lieves this system to be the most feasible one for making it a pleasure and a privilege 


for the poor to contribute their mite, as well as the rich their abundance.

Gonstitution ofthe Aaymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society. 


ARTICLE I—NAME. 


SECTION 1. The name of the Society shall be the ‘‘LAYMEN’S CO-OPERATING 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF THE DIOCESE OF MISSOURI.” 


ARTICLE IIT—OBJECT. 


SEcTION 1. The object of the Society isto devise ways and means for the callection 
of funds ona systematic plan for the support of Missions in the Diocese. s 


- ARTICLE ITI—MEMBERS. 


SECTION 1. The Society shall be composed of Lay Delegates appointed by the sey- 
eral Auxiliary Societies ; each Society being entitled to three delegates, and also an 
additional delegate for every twenty paying members thereof. 


ARTICLE IV—OFFICERS. 


SECTION 1. The officers shall be a President, Vice-President, Secretary and 
Treasurer, who together, with one representative each from at least nine Parishes, to 
be chosen annually by the Diocesan Convention shall constitute an Hxecutive Com- 
mittee. 

Src. 2. The President, or in his absence, the Vice-President, shall preside at all 
meetings, and perform such other duties as are required by the office. 

Src. 8. The Secretary shall keep the records and papers of the Society, and per- 
form such other duties as his position may require. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receive and keep all moneys of the Society and pay 
them out by direction of the Executive Committee. 

Suc. 5. The Executive Committee shall have direct supervision of the affairs of 
the Society, adopt such By-Laws as it may deem proper, and have the power to fill 
vacancies which may occur inits body. 


ARTICLE V—MEBETINGS. 


Sec. 1 The annual meeting of thé Society shall be held on Wednesday evening of 
Convention week at the place appointed for Convention purposes. Said meeting 
shall be preceded by Divine Service under direction of the Bishop, or, if he be 
absent, of the Rector of the Parish in which the meeting is held, or of the senior 
Presbyter present. After this the President, or in his absence the Vice-President, or 
next senior officer, shall call the meeting to order for dispatch of such business as may 
come regularly before it. 

Src. 2. Special meetings of the Society shall be called from time to time, at the 
discretion of the presiding officer, or upon the written request of three members of 
the Executive Committee. 


ARTICLE VI—FEES FOR MEMBERSHIP AND COLLECTION THEREOF. 


SECTION 1. The fee for membership in the Society shall be such sum as may be 
agreed upon by each Auxiliary, Society for itself, to be paid in such manner as it may 
direct, and the several Auxiliary Societies shall provide for the prompt collection of 
all dues, and their remittance to the Treasurer of this Society. Other contributions 
shall be solicited and disposed of in the same manner. 
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ARTICLE VII—FUNDS—DISPOSITION OF. 


SECTION 1. All moneys, after paying expenses, of this Society shall be paid to the 
Treasurer of the Diocesan Missionary Board. 


ARTICLE VIJTI—EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE—DUTY OF, ETC. 


SECTION 1. It shall be the.duty of the Executive Committee to use its best 
endeavors to have an Auxiliary Society formed in each Parish of the Diocese. Each 
parochial clergyman is recognized as an adviser of the local Society within his Parish, 
and as such he has the right to be present and take part in all its deliberations. 


ARTICLE IX—AUXILIARY SOCIETIES—MEETINGS OF. 


SECTION 1. The meetings of the Auxiliary Societies shall be held in the Parish 
Church or place of worship wherever practicable, and shall always be preceded by 
prayer. 

ARTICLE X—AUXILIARY SOCIETIES—OFFICERS AND DUTIES OF. 


SECTION 1. Each Auxiliary Society shall elect a President, Vice-President, Secre- 
retary and Treasurer, and elect such other officers and enact such other regulations as 
it may deem proper: and shall hold either monthly or quarterly meetings, as it may 
elect, at which there shall be addresses on the subject of Missions, report of Parish 
Society read, endeavors to arouse a missionary spirit, collections for the purposes of 
the Society, names of new members announced, and such other things done as may be 
deemed conducive to attain the end in view. 

Src. 2. After such meeting a report thereof shall be sent to the Secretary of the 
parent Society. 
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Heport of Secretary Gomaws Auxiliary. 


To the Rt. Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, D. D., Bishop of Missouri and Members of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. 


If, in the report of a year ago, there was a feeling of disappointment that our in- 
crease had been so small, we have reason now, in this, our seventh year, to be thank- 
ful that the seed which has been sown among us from year to year has at last yielded 
us a bounteous harvest. 

Our work has increased an hundred fold and a general interest and intelligence in 
Missions has spread throughout the Diocese. A great part of this success is due to 
our President, who has gladly testified to what the Auxiliary has done for Utah and 
all the Western Missionary field. Hearing this from one who so thoroughly under- 
stood the work, has given us an impetus that was greatly needed. 

New branches in Hannibal, Carthage, Palmyra, Mexico and Kirkwood haye 
worked with us, Trinity, Kansas City, has organized for work for the coming year, and 
the ladies of Jefferson Barracks promise to form a branch among themselves in the 
autumn. 
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In the past year, two of the Bishops of the Missionary field have been called to 
‘enter into that rest thatremaineth for the people of God.” It was our privilege to 
hear them tell of their work at our meeting less than two years ago. Bishop Elliott’s 
stirring words and earnest interest, made it hard for us to realize that even then, he 
had laid down the burden of active work, although his sufferings did not cease for 
many months. Bishop Dunlop had gonein and out among us as a friend, and his 
sudden call filled with sorrow many hearts in this Diocese which had been his home 
for a score of years. The Churchmen of the country have instituted a fund to be 
known as the ‘Bishop Elliott Fund” the interest of which is for the family of the late 
Bishop, and when they no longer need it. the fund itself will go to the Diocese of Wes- 
tern Texas. As a Diocesan branch of the Auxiliary, we have contributed to this, and 
we feel that we have derived more benefit to ourselves in aiding in such work, than 
our contributions can ever dofor others. As yet, no memorial has been suggested for 
Bishop Dunlop, but when it is, the branch of the Auxiliary in Missouri will join in 
any plan that will perpetuate his Memory in Arizonaand New Mexico. 

The ‘Bishop Robertson scholarship” has been continued, and the second scholar- 
ship for a.Missionary’s daughter which we hold with Connecticut, and which was 
suggested last year as new work has been carried out. The ‘“‘Gleaners’’ of Christ 
Chureh have taken a scholarship in St. Mark’s School, Salt Lake. 

Besides the Missionary boxes which for the present, must be a large part of the 
Auxiliary work, although we all hope for the time when money can take the place of 
them, we have sent in the past year, nine Indian boxes, eight boxes for the schools, 
clothing room and Hospital in Salt Lake, provided three Surplices and Stoles, given 
an Altar to a Mission in our Diocese, and a Font to North Dakota, supplied two M'‘s- 
sions with Altar linen, and two with Altar clothes. We have been able to aid in de- 
creasing the debt on All Saints’ Church, St. Louis, to the extent of $472 00; have 
added to the building fund of two Missions in the Diocese, have greatly helped in the 
Support of St. Stephen’s City Mission, had two scholars at the School of the Good 
Shepherd, St. Louis, and one at St. Mark’s, Salt Lake, have aided a little in the sup- 
port of the Church’s foreign Missionaries and as a Diocesan branch of the Auxiliary, 
have sent a contribution to the “Bishop Elliott Fund” of $420 00.

Deport of Diocesan AMissionayy. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., May 1, 1888. 
To the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Missouri: 

Rr. Rev. AND DEAR SrrR:—In making a report of work done, I beg leave to state, 
that since the first of October, 1887, I have, under your direction, in 45 different 
Parishes or Missions, held 208 services, celebrated or assisted at the Holy Eucharist 
61 times, administered 15 Baptisms and attended 2 Burials. 

To those who are at all familiar with the work in this great State, it is unneces- 
sary to say that we are but making a beginning with the work before us. While there 
is a very bright and hopeful feeling throughout the Diocese, we are utterly unable to 
take advantage of many of the opportunities which await the Church. But that the 
work may be carried on more efficiently, I beg leave to call attention to three things 
which would, I believe, give new impetus to the Missionary work. None of the 
three measures to which I refer are new, nor are they new to the Diocese. They are 
all found upon the pages of the Journal. 

The first is connected with the question of raising money for the support of our 
Diocesan Missions. A great advance has been made during the past year, but more 
can be done. Systematic giving, whereby every Churchman, rich or poor, shall give 
something according to ability, is undoubtedly desirable, and the organization known 
as the Laymen’s Co-operating Missionary Society, seems admirably adapted to further 
this plan. Some years ago, this Society was at work throughout the Diocese, now a 
single branch remains at Kirkwood, and it is doing good work. Under the plan of 
this Society, and with the co-operation of the Rectors and Missionaries, systematic 
giving for Missions, might be greatly furthered. With a united effort we believe this 
could be easily accomplished and with good results. 

The second measure to which I would call attention is also old. In the Journal 
of 1872, will be found a division of the State into districts, which were given later the 
name of Convocations. One of the Clergymen of each district was appointed the Head 
or Dean of the Convocation, whose duty it was, so far as possible, to ascertain and 
keep a record of all isolated Church people of his district; to call quarterly meetings 
of the Clergy of his Convocation, for the purpose of developing the aggressive spirit, 
and bringing the Clergy together for mutual counsel and encouragement; to commun- 
jcate quarterly to the Missionary Board, through the Bishop, the progress of the 
work; and to arrange for visits by Clergymen to places now destitute of services. It 
was recommended that the Missionary Board meet the travelling expenses of the 
Clergy in attending the Convocations. I believe this plan has only to be definitely 
stated to approve itself to the judgment ofall. The plan is simple, the objections 
few and the advantages many. Perhaps ¢wo meetings of Convocation annually would 
be preferable to four, lest they become burdensome to already overworked men. These 
meetings of Convocation, if well arranged and prepared for, would not only be a 
source of encouragement to the Clergy, but would tend to strengthen the Church in 
places where she is but little known. ; 

The third and last point is of far greater moment. For five years now the question 
of dividing the Diocese has been urged. In 1884 a committee appointed to consider 
the matter, reported that a division was expedient as soon as practicable. That same 
committee reported that in their judgment a North and South line would give the 
most equitable line of division. The hindrance at that line was the fact that the assess- 
ments would not warrant the support of a new Diocese, and the assessments could 
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not then be raised. Since that time they have been raised considerably, and in two 
years from now, the earliest date at which the division can become a fact, these 
assessments can be raised again. The subject of division is still before the Diocese 
and will continue to be until it is accomplished. Without going into the details of the 
subject, I respectfully submit that it is desirable, as is admitted by all; it is possible, 
as figures will show; it is absolutely necessary for a proper carrying out of the Mis- 
sionary work in this State. 

The first suggestion claims attention, because it will make the income for Diocesan 
Missions larger and more regular, and it will also tend to cultivate the right spirit 
among those who give. 

The second is worthy of attention, because it will enable the Church with her 
present forces to accomplish more work, with no added expenditure of strength. 

The third demands attention, because of opportunities which must now, of 
necessity, be neglected, and because the days of our present Bishop should not be 
unnecessarily shortened by over-work. 

Hoping these suggestions, which are simply old plans brought forward again, may 
be worthy of consideration, as means whereby the Church of our Blessed Lord Jesus 
Christ may be strengthened and upbuilt in this vast State.

At the last Convention a statement was made of the needs of the School of the 
Good Shepherd and the Sisterhood in charge thereof. God at once put it into the 
heart of a noble and generous Christian man to put the Sisterhood in the possession 
of the desired property, which has been purchased on the terms stated in the report 
of the Committee on Christian Education of the last Convention. The Sisterhood took. 
possession of this magnificent property one month after the adjournment of the Con- 
vention of 1887. To this property the Sisterhood have already added a large two- 
story building for a dormitory and school rooms. . 

The School has received during the present scholastic year 106 pupils, 28 of whom 
are in the boarding department. The School has not suffered from the change of loca- 
tion, as many of its friends feared would be the case, so far as the number of day 
scholars is concerned. The superior advantages in many respects of the present situ- 
ation for a boarding school cannot be questioned. 

Your Committee very heartily commends this admirable Christian School for 
girls, whose culture and influence are widely felt, to the patronage of all who desire 
their daughters trained in the ways of truth and holiness. 

St. Paul’s College, Palmyra, for seventeen years under the faithful and self- 
denying labors of the Rey. Dr. Wainwright, and now under the same charge, a school 
for girls, is in a very encouraging condition. Most heartily is this school for girls also 
commended to the patronage of the Diocese. 

St. James School, Macon, has been without a Rector since the 1st of January last, 
but during the vacancy has been successfully and wisely conducted by Mr. F. E. 
Moulton, the head master. The Rev. J. R. Harding takes charge after the coming 
Commencement, June 12th and 13th. The School is now a Diocesan institution, regu- 
lated by five Trustees, viz.: The Bishop, the Rector and three laymen, citizens of 
Macon. 

Everything will be done to: continue the high standing which characterized the 
School in the past. The refinements of a home and the discipline of military rule will 
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be great aid to that end. We ask from the Clergy and Laity their confidence and 
support. 

St. Agnes Hall, Macon, is a first-class home school for girls. The healthful and 
central location of this school, and the excellent management under its experienced 
head, Mrs. Louisa Atkinson Smith, commend it to the patronage of Church people 
throughout the Diocese.

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Report of Gommitter on Railroad Commutation, 


ST. Louis, May 24, 1888. 

Your Committee appointed to call on the Railroad Agents in regard to securing re- 
duced rates of fare, would respectfully report that they have interviewed the General 
Passenger Agents of the Missouri Pacific, Wabash & Pacific, Chicago & Alton, and 
the Frisco Railroads, and placed the matter before them in the best light they could 
do. 
The Missouri Pacific, Wabash & Pacific and the Chicago & Alton Railroads re- 
fused to do anything in the matter, saying that it was now too late, that the arrange- 
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ments should have been made before the members of the Convention started from 
home; then they could have given their Agents notice when they sold the tickets to 
make a special round trip rate. We then called on the General Passenger Agent of 
the Frisco Line, and he immediately said that he would order tickets furnished the 
Clergy and Lay Delegates, who came over his line at the rate of one cent per mile, on 
their presenting at his office (Southwest corner Fifth and Pine Streets, up stairs, be- 
fore 4:30 P. M. to-day,) a certificate from the Secretary of this Convention, that they 
had been in attendance on the Convention, and that they had paid full fare coming to 
St. Louis. 

Some of the Delegates have with them receipts from the Railroad Agents from 
whom they purchased their tickets on the Wabash Pacific Railroad, stating that they 
had paid full fare and were entitled to any special rates that might be made for their 
return. Butthe Railroad Agent of that Road says, as no arrangements had been 
made that they would not do anything in the matter of giving reduced returning rates 
to the Delegates.

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Report of Gommittee on State of the Church. 


The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report as follows: 
All reporis from the Diocese show an encouraging growth in every phase of 
_Church life—new Parishes, new Church Buildings, a remarkable increase of Mission- 
aries, an increase more than remarkable inthe number of confirmations, a liberality 
beyond expectation towards every kind of religious enterprise, giving rectories, 
erecting guild-houses, endowing schools, preparing the adequate endowment of a 
Cathedral. In many Parishes, Missions were held under the auspices of the American 
Parochial Mission Society with an almost uniform result of deepened interest in 
spiritual things and arouséd purpose of good works, together with that happiest of 
all signs in Christian labor, manifest fruit; sheaves brought in, a Harvest Home of 
souls. We say unhesitatingly of the experiment in St. Louis that these Parochial 
Missions are an experiment no more. 
The Bishop’s modest story of his own part in this extraordinary year’s work 
must not hide from us the fact that it is due under God to a constancy of toil, which 


even his powers of endurance cannot long bear. His home has scarcely been a home. . 


He has lived almost the entire year on the road. No Missionary within the Diocese 
has been in every sense of the word so completely a Missionary as he. Study, rest for 
meditation and rest in meditation, the springs of his own spiritual power which, if 
not fed, must have scantier flow, everything has been sacrificed to the task of visiting 
and reorganizing Parishes and Missions over a territory too wide for the proper 
supervision of any one man, and when the man is determined that no part of it shall 
be neglected, it is certain to shorten the time of just such energy and devotion as the 
Church can least spare. 

The aid of Arch-Deacon Davis, efficient as it is, cannot relieve a strain that so 
rapidly takes it up and puts it. out in creating by success of greater efforts, greater 
need of work and workers. There must be a division of the Diocese.

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If the results already gained are to be kept and multiplied, the law of doubling 
talents which never reaches a limit, requires new outlays with new officers and 
agents. Spiritual life, like natural, has its principles of segmentation, and the Dio- 
cese of Missouri has now evidently reached a point where two bodies must take the 
place of one. Sad as any division must be to old friends and yoke fellows, this sad- 
ness hasinit the joy of sacrifice for Christ’s sake. No weeping of brethren nor 
breaking of heart could keep Paul back from Jerusalem, though bonds awaited him 
there, nor should sentiment prevent our going the way of duty. Thankfulto God for 
His blessing, in the spirit of His great Apostle, let us take courage, and dare larger 
enterprises than have brought us to our present joy.

Report of Committee on Missions, 


The Committee on Missions respectfully report that inasmuch as no special 
questions of reference have been submitted to them, and as the Report of the Board 
of Missions already presented to the Convention, exhaustively covers the subject, they 
feel that, beyond afew general suggestions, nothing remains unsaid beyond an ex- 
pression of congratulation on the present Missionary status of the Diocese. 

At the last Diocesan Convention a noted stride was made in Missionary exten- 
sion. The unprecedented sum of $3,300.00 was voluntarily pledged by the various 
parishes and missions, and of this amount $2,500 was placed at the disposal of our 
Diocesan to procure an assistant. The Committee rejoices to know of the satisfac- 
tory work done by the General Missionary the year now ended, and especially com- 
mends the generous pledges made by this Convention to continue this aggressive 
work. The accession to our ranks of nineteen Clergy during the past year is a prac- 
tical proof of the wisdom of the Bishop in asking for such funds, and of the generos- 
ity of the Convention in so generously providing them. The Committee anticipates 
even greater things than these in Missionary extension the ensuing year. 

Under general suggestions the Committee cannot fail to emphasize the promi- 
nence which the Bishop has given to Missionary work in his Address. His eloquent, 
burning thoughts deserve to be graven with an iron pen upon the hearts of our 
people. They may all be summed up in three words, thought, prayer, gifts. First 
then, our people need more to think about the extension of this work. A dense ig- 
norance here even, is found in our largest parishes and among our most intelligent 
Churchmen. To remedy which, the Clergy should more frequently preach special 
sermons on Missions, and thereby give more definite information about the labors of 
our faithful, self-denying Missionaries. And the laity should be urged to more gener- 
ously patronize our Church press. This Committee frankly believes that the rectors 
and missionaries of the Diocese should not rest content untila copy of the Church 
News and the Spirit of Missions find their way into each family under their care. 

Then our people should more earnestly and frequently pray for Missions than is 
wont. Atthis special season of the Holy Comforter’s Descent, the prayers of the 
faithful never seemed more needed for a continual outpouring of Penticostal power 
and grace upon the waste places of this Diocese. ‘Brethren pray for us’”—was the 
burden on the blessed Apostle’s heart, and thus, that a door might be everywhere 
opened to him in preaching the unsearchable riches of Christ. Lastly, the Committee 
would re-emphasize the duty as wellas necessity of our people in increasing their 
gifts towards extending this work. When we consider that the sixty counties of the 
Diocese mentioned by the Bishop at last Convention, as being entirely without the 
services of the Church, we cannot but look with grave concern upon these swiftly 


passing opportunities. Our Bishop should be enabled to supply each one of these 


Counties at once with resident Missionaries, and our people should spontaneously, 
and immediately respond in supporting these new laborers. We point with pride to 
the general increase of pledges for the new year as made through the several Parishes 
and Missions. Yet the Committee cannot tuo urgently impress this duty of systematic 
and generous giving upon the attention of the Clergy. The defection in any Parish in 
Missionary contributions may generally be traced to the neglect or indifference of the 
Clergy themselves. 

In conclusion, the Committee would say, that while not meaning to encroach upon 
the province of other Committees, they cannot but heartily commend the proposal 
looking to a division of the Diocese into Convocations, believing that such a division 
will be productive of vastly increased interestin the cause of Missions.

Report of Committee on Hay Golork. 


Your Committee to whom was referred that part of the Bishop’s Address bearing 
on the work of the Laity in the Church, respectfully report: 

The mission on which Christ sends this Church, is to make disciples of all men, 
to teach them His truth and bring them into His Church. The question your Com- 
mittee now considers, is: How shall the instructions of the Divine Head be most 
effectively carried out in the use of the lay element. 

Tn his Church are two orders. The Clergy and the Laity, as the XIX Article 
says. The visible Church of Christ is a congregation of faithful men in which the 
pure word of God is preached and the Sacraments duly ministered according to 
Christ’s ordinance. Without the Laity—the Church is not; without the Clergy—the 
Chureh is not. Each order hasits own peculiar functions, though at times their de- 
partments overlap and they work in each other’s field. 

For our present purpose we need only to notice two departments in Ministerial 
labor. Pulpit preaching, and Parish visiting. These departments demand a mind 
free from secular vexations, and time to meet the exhaustive requirements from each. 
The spiritual work of the Parish is the Minister’s prerogative, and the Laity havea 
right to ask that as good stewards, they shall faithfully minister the same. This is 
asking a great deal. The intense intellectual activities of our day—the best produc- 
tions of the most gifted minds of the century, accessible to almost every one, places 
the pulpit efforts of the preacher under an electric light and brings him into com- 
parison with the giants of modern times. Parish work, always laborious, is made 
doubly so, by the seduction from a religious life, consequent upon the artificial con- 
ditions of a high civilization. But now let the Laity give the minister freedom from 
secular cares, freedom to prepare for the pulpit by hard study. freedom to work with 
a consecrated heart in his own department, and he will consent that they shall demand 
large things of him. It is unreasonable to ask of a Minister that he shall be president 
of a sewing society or the architect of a Church. This brings us to the point of lay 
work. 

For convenience this may be divided into two departments. First, the exclusively 
secular work. Itis the Layman’s part, to ultimately determine expenditures; this 
is only fair as he must supply the money. But his determinations should not be iu a 
narrow, close-fisted spirit. He should be in full sympathy with the minister, to risk, 
to venture largely on faith trials. It is his part to provide the finances to meet ex- 
penditures, not ina parsimonious way, nor ina halting manner. And we must sug~ 
gest, ifyou, brethren of the Laity, will generously do your parts here, it will give 
your Clergy the power of doubling your ability through the pulpit and Parish work. 

The second! department of the Layman’s work, is religion under the Rector. 
Though mentioned last, this is of the first importance. This work begets interest— 
and interest creates the capital. Virgil tells us, ‘‘It is lawful to learn even of an 
enemy,’’? how much more then from Christian bodies whose aim is to magnify the 
Saviour’s name and save the world through Him. Comparisons are not necessarily 
odious. They may arouse a manly wholesome rivalry that will advance the weaker 
without harming the stronger. 

In the State of Missouri the Methodists number about 75,000, the Baptists more. 
This latter organization reports to the General Association of 1886, 961 Ministers, 1,422 
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churches, a total membership of 93,631 members. The Church in this Diocese re- 
ports 7,000 Communicants and 65 Clergy. We might extend this to the U. S., and 
then the Methodists with their claim of over two million of members, the Presbyterians 
with their one million, the Baptists in the same numerical proportion, andthe Church 
with its 450,000. We name these facts not to shame, but to stimulate, and because of 
the bearing they have on the question. What is the secret of this difference? We be- 
lieve the explanation lies in the free work of the Laity prevailing among these religi- 
ous bodies. Their Laymen are not only givers, but chiefly workers. They are ina 
sense assistant Ministers. They conduct prayer-meetings, teach Bible-classes of 
adult members, open Missions, and are limited chiefly in this, that they are not 
licensed preachers. The Church, with her historic Episcopate, her truly splendid 
traditions, her royal history, her magnificient Liturgy, her pure Gospel teaching, 
seems among us in America to feel these treasures are enough to win the world. She 
seems to be unmindful of another element, that has, we believe, in spite of their re- 
cent origin, their barren services, their meagre past, enriched the denominations 
more than any one other possession. We mean the use of the Laity. They make 
every man a religiousteacher. Surely this is the chief account of their success. Are 
their claims more authoritative than ours? No. Their pulpits filled by abler men? 
No. Their services more interesting? They answer the question by so generally 
adopting ours. Their Ministers purer, harder working men? No. We firmly be- 
lieve a braver, purer, more self-sacrificing body of men can not be found on earth 
than the Clergy of the Church in the U.S. 


Wehave not developed the latent dynamic force in the rank and file of the Laity. 


We bring the children into the Sunday Schools; then into the Church; then into the 
Bible-classes; then into the Choir; and then their uses seem to be exhausted. We 
have further use for them, but notin the way they would select. They feel tram- 
meled, restricted, uncomfortable, and after repeated efforts on our part, they wishing 
to be of service, some way or other the fire will go out, and things are about where 
they were at first. The Minister doing most ofthe work and the Laity standing by» 
wishing they knew, where to ‘‘take hold.’’ 

We believe that all this may be corrected largely, by, as the Bishop’s Address 
plainly said, giving the Laity liberty, responsibility, and letting them alone. Give 
them liberty as religious teachers.. Imbue their minds with Scriptural truths, and a 
few salient facts of Church history and let them teach. Follow the old Church of 
England, with her hundreds of evangelists in the field. These Lay teachers and evan- 
gelists may go a little out of the way, but anchored on the truth they will soon swing 
back. This is pre-eminently a time of activity in the religious world. 

Young men’s Brotherhoods. Young women’s Guilds. Missionary Societies. 
Young People’s Associations for Christian Endeavor, and multitudes of other agen- 
cies are at work; and we must either take part in them and win, or refrain, and lose 
even of what we have. Theair is tremulous with religious agitations. The time is 
swelling with religious thought and feeling, and we must plunge in and gather of the 
fruits, or in spite of our tremendous advantages we will be the sufferers.

Report of Chaplain—St. Duke's Hospital. 


A meeting of St. Luke’s Association was held Nov. 22nd, 1887, at the residence of 
the Bishop, for the election of a Board of Directors for the ensuing year and for the 
transaction of other business. The Chaplain then made a report and strongly urged 
the appointment of a Resident Chaplain, who should be always at hand to answer 
any pressing call, and who should be competent, at the same time, to give personal 
attention to its financial interests. Such a person is needed, as the directors are all 
business men and have but little time to devote to the systematic collection and dis- 
bursement of the funds necessary for its daily demands. , 

Nothing has been done so far in this direction, and the Chaplain, with his assistant, 
the Rey. C. E. Brugler, have done what they could in maintaining the daily service, 
and in answering any special call in attendance upon the sick. 

The debt of $15,000 still hangs over the hospital, and until this is paid we can 
hardly expect anything to be attempted involving additional expense. 

There are only two sisters of the sisterhood of the Good Shepherd with us now at 
the hospital. 

Sisters Mary and Alice are faithful at their posts, and, with other women who 
have kindly volunteered their services, minister lovingly and with unwearied devotion 
to all the wants of their patients. Nota word of complaint has ever been heard, but 
repeated expressions of gratitude are coming to us, as well from the beneficiaries in 
the wards as from the occupants of the private rooms. 

We still maintain the daily morning prayer in the chapel and the weekly celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion. When a Saint’s Day or Holy Day occurs during the 
week, the Holy Communion is celebrated on that day; otherwise on Thursday. Dur- 
ing Lent we had the full morning service, with short lectures for Tuesdays and 
Wednesdays and Fridays and Saturdays. The attendance on these services was en- 
couraging, but after Lent, outside of those in the hospital, we have had only an occa- 
sional straggler. It is a reproach to the churchmen of St. Louis that so few seem to 
appreciate daily prayer. 

Hospital Sunday was more generally heeded, and larger contributions were re. 
ceived from this source from the various parishes than ever before. It is hoped that 
a growing interest will be maintained in the observance of this day, as it furnishes an 
opportunity of bringing the claims of the hospital more fully and definitely before 
the church people of the Diocese.

Orphan's Home—Seenetary’s Report. 


Another year has gone by, and I am called upon to present to the Rt. Rev. the 
Bishop of the Diocese, the Clergy, and Friends of the Orphan’s Home, tne forty-fifth 
annual report. 

The work has gone on the past year, as in the preceding, with discouragements 
sometimes, but as a rule satisfactorily, and we hope successfully, and in all, we 
acknowledge the watchful care, the merciful kindness, and infinite love of our 
Heavenly Father. 

Mrs. Markham, who has been our Nurse for fourteen years, has taken the posi- 
tion as Matron, and we hope that we may long retain her services, as we feel that she 
regards her duties as a labor of love, and has her whole heart in the work. 

We have secured the services of Miss Cuddy as Teacher, and her good order and 
discipline in the school-room is very gratifying to the Board; we have decided to give 
her a few months rest to recuperate her health, and have engaged Miss Kimmel, to 
fill her place for the present. 

There is-a subject upon which we would be clearly understood, applications are 
often made to the Board of Managers for children, by families who desire a girl 
old enough to be of service in the house, and for whom they promise to do well; 
sometimes these applications cannot be answered favorably and cause offense; we 
have only a few, and these assist the Matron in the care of the younger children, in 
the housework, sewing and other duties, in this way preparing themselves to be self- 
supporting, and pay their way while in the Home, and yet in cases where we find it 
for the good of the child we cheerfully consent to give them up, at any sacrifice of in- 
terest on our part. The boys are not often retained after the age of twelve, the girls 
frequently remain until after their majority. 

The heating apparatus put in the Home last year gives entire satisfaction; in or- 
der to pay for the same, we borrowed January Ist, from the Bank, eleven hundred 
dollars for three months, this amount is soon due, and we trust through the earnest 
efforts of the managers, to be able to pay at least a portion of it. 

We miss from among us to-day our loved and honored Second Directress Mrs. A. 
M. Moore, sickness has confined her to her home, for several months, we are thankful 
for her recovery to health, and trust that she will soon be able to resume her place 
among us. 

Christmas Eve our little ones had a merry time with their gifts of toys and good 
things. Weare indebted to the Rev. Mr. Brugler for assisting us in the service, in 
the absence of our Chaplain. 

The Bishop, and a few of the Clergy participated in our annual Christmas dinner, 
which is always a happy occasion. 

Toour Chaplain, Advisory Board, Mr. T. Skinker, Dr. Saunders, and all our friends 
who have remembered us in any way, we present our thanks with the assurance, that 
their remembrance of us can never be forgotten. 

We are indebted tothe Sewing Societies of the different Parishes for assisting in 
making garments for the children and for donations of the same. 

We have received during the year 27 children; 1 has been adopted; 1 died; 3 have 
been bound out; 16 restored to parents or friends; present number in the Home 70. 

Wetrust that all will work with renewed energy the coming year, and in the 
strength of Him, who is the Shepherd and Bishop of our souls, we press on with full 
confidence, that the great day of final victory will show that our labor has not been in 
vain in the Lord.

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Rules of Order, 


1. The daily sessions of the Convention shall be opened with Divine service. 


2. When the President takes the Chair, no member shall continue standing or 
shall afterwards stand up, unless to address the Chair. 


3. When the President shall have taken the Chair, the minutes of the preceding 
day shall be read. 


4. Immediately after the organization of the Convention, the following Standing 
Committees shall be appointed, viz: 


I. On the Admission of New Parishes. 
II. On Constitution and Canons. \ 
III. On Unfinished Business. 
IV. On Finance. 
V. On Assessments. 
VI. On Missions. 
VII. On Christian Education. 
VIII. On Sunday School Work. 
IX. On Missionaries’ Travelling Expenses. 
X. On the State of the Church. 


5. All Committees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise ordered. 


6. All resolutions shall be reduced to writing, presented to the Secretary, and 
by him read; and a motion shall not be considered before the House until seconded. 


7. When any member is about to speak, or deliver any matter to the House, he 
shall, with due respect, address himself to the President, confining himself strictly to 
the point in debate. 


8. A member shall not absent himself from the service of the House, unless he 
have leave or be unable to attend. 


9. A member, other than the Chairman of a Committee, whose report is under 
consideration, shall not speak more than twice in the same debate, nor longer than 
ten minutes at a time without leave of the House. 


10. Any member of the House may call for a vote by Ayes or Nays. 


11. When a question has once been determined, it shall stand as the judgment 
of the House, and shall not again be drawn into debate, except on motion for recon- 
sideration, which must be made by a member who had previously voted in the 
majority, and all motions to reconsider must be made on the day the vote is taken or 
on the next succeeding day. 


12, When a question is under consideration, a motion shall not be received, ex- 
cept to lay it upon the table, to postpone it to a certain time, to postpone it indefi- 
nitely, to commit it, to divide it or amend it, and motions for any of these purposes 
shall have precedence in the order herein named. If a motion to lay an amendment 
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on the table be carried, the matter before the House shall be proceeded with as if no 
such amendment had been offered. The motions to lay upon the table and to adjourn 
shall be decided without debate. The motion to adjourn shall always be in order. 


13. Debate shall not be allowed upon a resolution to refer any motion to a Com- 
mittee, or to a motion to recommit any subject which has been before a Committee, 
but the member who offers such resolution or motion may speak for five minutes for 
the purpose of explaining its object. 


14. All amendments may be considered in the order in which they are moved. 
When a proposed amendment is under consideratiion, a motion to amend the same 
may be made. An after-amendment to such second amendment shall not be in order; 
but when an amendment to an amendment is under consideration, a substitute to the 
whole matter may be received. A proposition different from the one under consid- 
eration shall not be received under color of an amendment or substitute.’ 


15. Every member who may be in the House when any question is put, shall, on 
a division, be counted, unless he be excused by the Convention. 


16. All questions of order shall be decided in the first instance by the Chair, 
without debate; an appeal, however, may be made from his decision to the Conven- 
tion by any member of the same. 


17. The Secretary may employ one or more Pages, not exceeding three, to act as 
messengers during the sessions of the Convention. 


18. The reports of all Committees shall be in writing, and shall be received of 
course and without motion for acceptance, unless recommitted by vote of the House. 
All reports recommending or requiring any action or expression of opinion by the 
House shall be accompanied by a resolution for the action of the House therein.

AND DEAR S1iR:—I beg leave to report that being sent to San Diego, 
California, for my health, for two or three months, it most rapidly, almost miracu- 
lously improved so much so that I could easily walk over a mile without trouble if I 
walked slowly, but that on or about June 20, 1887, I began again to fail rapidly and 
by September Ist, I was so weak and lowas to quite despair of any recovery. Not de- 
siring to depart this life in a distant land and leave my faithful and devoted wife alone 
among strangers, I came East among her friends where I have ever since been. Ar- 
riving here the same marvelous improvement in condition returned and I became 
strong enouvh to read divine services three times, administer communion three 
times (once in National City, California,) preach two sermons, bury one person, bap- 
tize one infant, which is the sum total of my ecclesiastical acts since resigning my 
Parish. I again began to fail December 28th, and am now too weak to do anything. 
O for patience to abide His will! To hold to this seems to me far harder than to en- 
dure bodily suffering. I pray for endurance and ask the grace and blessing of God 
upon the Diocese of Missouri and the plans and work of its dear faithful Bishop, 
Priests, Deacons, officers and Laity. Brethren, one and all, I beseech your prayers 
for God to give me patience and submission. 


FROM REv. JAMES P. LYTTON, 1818 GRATTAN ST., ST. LOUIS. 


To Rt. Rev. Daniel 8. Tuttle, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Missouri: 


Rt. REV. AND DEAR SIR:—Up to May of 1887, I was Rector of St. Paul Church, 
St. Louis, and actively engaged in pastorial work in that Parish. About the middle 
of May ill health obliged me to ask my vestry for leave of absence that I might try the 
climate of Western Texas, which leave was granted and I came to Texas. During the 
summer following I held regular Sunday services in St. Mark’s Cathedral, San 
Antonio, supplying the place of its Rector during his absence in Europe; (having in 
mean time resigned pastorate of St. Paul’s, St. Louis. On his return the following 
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November, I placed myself under the orders of the Ecclesiastical authority of West- 
ern Texas to perform such work as my strength would allow. 

I have at no time since leaving the Diocese of Missouri been unoccupied by min- 
isterial work. All last winter and upto this time I have acted as missionary for 
Boerne and Kerrville, two small frontier villages, and officiated regularly at those 
places. 


REPORT OF REv. A. W. MANN, GENERAL MISSIONARY TO DEAF-MUTES. 


To the Right Rev. Daniel S. Tuttle, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Missouri: 


During the Convention year just closed, I held services for deaf-mutes at Christ 
Church, St. Louis; Grace Church, Kansas City, and the State School for the Deaf at 
Fulton, where over 200 pupils are in attendance from all parts of the State. Afewof 
them are from Church families. 

The services have been well attended; the congregations at Christ Church, St. 
Louis, numbering from fifty to seventy-five deaf-mutes from all parts of the city and 
suburbs. The congregations at Kansas City have been made up of those of the city 
and vicinity, and several from Lawrence, Olathe, and other Kansas points. It will be 
seen that my ministry is among a widely scattered people. 

I have celebrated the Holy Communion at Christ Church, St. Louis, several times; 
and administered Holy Baptism three times. At Grace Church, Kansas City, I bap- 
tized two deaf-mute persons. Three have been confirmed,—two at Kansas City and 
one at St. Louis. Several are awaiting confirmation at St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Sedalia. 

Within the Diocese, about 1,000 deaf-mutes have their homes. Of those who are 
communicants, eighteen live in St. Louis; three in Kansas City; one at Sedalia, and 
one at Hannibal. 

My work has taken me into other Dioceses besides this. . I have now over 330 
communicants to look after. To do justice to a district embracing fourteen Dioceses, 
it is necessary to travel every week throughout the year. 

The work has been greatly helped by the generous officers of the railway lines. 
Owing to the extent of travel required of mein reaching this scattered and isolated 
people, and their inability to meet my expenses, this help is of the greatest value. 

From the beginning of my work in this Diocese to the present, I have enjoyed the 
hospitalities of St. Luke’s Hospital, during my visits to St. Louis. For these I desire 
here to repeat my heartiest acknowledgements and thanks. 

My thanks are also due the brethren of the Clergy, who have kindly helped the 
work on in various ways; and to the Bishop White Prayer Book Society, for a contri- 
bution of prayer books, several of which have been given to deaf-mutes of this Diocese. 


REPORT OF REV. B. W. TIMOTHY, BALTIMORE, MD. 


To kt. kev. Daniel S. Tuttle, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Missouri: 


Rr. REV. AND DEAR SIR: During the past convention year, my labors have been 
as follows: 

From May to October 1st, 1887, I officiated as Missionary at St. Matthews’ Mission, 
St. Joseph; from October 9th, 1887, to April 9th, 1888, I was Assistant Minister of St- 
Luke’s Church, Washington, D. C., Rev. Dr. Crummell, Rector; and from the latter 
date, I assumed duties as Rector of St. James’ Church, in this city. 

I have attended five funerals and performed the marriage ceremony twice. 
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From Rev. M. M. Moors, SPRINGFIELD, MO. 


To the Rt. Rev. D. S. Tuttle, D.D., Bishop of Missouri: 


Rr. Rey. AND DEAR Srr:— Having taken charge, at your request, of All Saints’ 
Mission, West Plains, Mo., and St. Andrew’s Mission, Mammoth Spring, Ark., which 
latter point has been placed in your eare by the Bishop of Arkansas, I have the pleas- 
ure of reporting such duties as I have performed since recently taking these points 
under my care. I have visited West Plains twice, holding service Monday night each 
time in the Presbyterian house. Upon the first occasion, the congregation was large; 
upon the second, a circus in town that night, and services at two other houses, left us 
with a small, but relatively good congregation. The Mission here has a large and 
eligible lot, and some $900 in hand for a building. There are some ten or twelve 
communicants, and as many more friends and sympathizers. The future promises 
well for the Church here. If the little band of devoted members here were aided by 
their brethren of the Church in this Diocese as they ought to be, they would soon be 
able to worship in their own properly appointed house of God. Except what they 
have received from the ever-generous hand of the Bishop, I am told that appeals to 
to the Diocese have brought them back the total sum of one dollar. At Mammoth 
Spring, Ark., which is only a few hundred feet over the State line, there are four 
communicants, and about twenty souls in the Mission. I have held service twice 
here,on Tuesday nights, for very good congregations, in the Methodist house, and at 
my last visit I baptized three children. The valiant picket post of the Church here 
has gathered enough funds to erect a small rectory, and now have the church building 
up and roofed in. During the summer months services can be held in the church, 
and if not completed then, during the winter services can be held in the rectory, 
which is now used as aschool room. Lay services are to be held here three Sundays 
inthe month. This place gives promise of growth, and the Church will have a fair 
start, there being only one other Christian body in the town with an organization and 
a building. Itis greatly to be desired that a minister could be procured for these 
two points, as the distance is too great for me to give as much time as is needed for 
effective work at these places, though I willingly serve them to the best of my ability 
and opportunity.
